It was oeeesoarv that the board de- 
cide on the brick to be used in the 
construction of the building, and it 
wis late when a quorum was secured 
A representative of the Ob io Pi eased 
Brick company, of Cleveland, was 
present and the board talked about 
brick for some time. It was fina'ly 
decided to use his company's mottled 
pressed brick as far as the water ta- 
ble on the build:ng. and to use the 
ngbt red mottled pressed brick of the 
Akroa Impervious.

Some of his shipmates were "nsraged ia 
clearing away the wreckage of the shat- 
tered mirzen mast. whi!e others were 
souading the puasp to find whether the 
boh had knocked a hole ia the bark's 
bottom. It appeared, however, that the 
lightning had found an easier escape to 
the water by way of the anchor chains.

The third mate hap- 
pened to be standing inside a bis coil of 
the anchor chain, along which the lisht- 
cing ge-w. looking like a hu^e fiery ser- 
pent. The mate- was swiftly turned 
cround on his own axis a number of 
times, looking more like a whirling der- 
vish than a grim old tar. as the lightning 
followed the convolutions of tne coiL 
When he had regained his breath, the 
profanity of the veteran whaleman was 
said to have been awfuL 


At a later time Mr. Seyboth wis in 


charge of the sisnal service station on the 
summit of Pike's peak, where he had 
ample opportunity to familiarize himself 
with the many different manifestations of

Gajnness, Major F. D. Murray. Cap- 
tains M. W. Lindsay. F. T. Thoroald 
and Eyre Loud. Lieutenants Brooks, 
Shepard and Corlett."'
